The miners were killed late 
Thursday night when a massive 
blast shattered a quarter-mile- 
long section of the Viking Coal 
Co. mine 180 feet below the floor 
of the Wabash Valley. The explo­ 
sion unloosed tons of coal and 
earth, knocked out cement and 
wooden ventilators and twisted 
coal moles and loading machines 
into crumpled masses of metal. 
Rescue crews b r o u g h t the 
charred, mangled bodies out of 
diggings one by one through the 
long, chill night and carried them 
away in ambulances to a mortu­ 
ary chapel where they were laid 
out in two rows on green and 
white sheets.
